“ All sewage in this county is 
treated before it enters the Del­ 
aw are River,” Morgan said. He 
did however, warn against bath- 
in the Delaware along the Bucks 
waterfront. 


“ We always try to dissuade 
bathers from using rivers or 
streams in developed areas,” he 
said. 


Morgan said the Neshaminy 
Creek, which empties into the 
Delaware, is not polluted but is 
“ contaminated.” He defined pol 
lution as “gross contamination.” 


The Bucks health department 
has not conducted any recent 
studies of the Delaware, Mor­ 
gan said, but he added that the 
U.S. Public Health Service is 
now testing the tide water por­ 
tion of the river.

At one time in history, the Venetians were the 
world’s best known sailors since for centuries the 
ancient city in a land of antiquity was an important 
seaport. 


The folks have lost their luster as seamen, per­ 
haps, but they still like the sea, the canals, and the 
quiet atmosphere pervading the city. A few months 
ago city officials talked of introducing the automo­ 
bile and within days hurriedly quit talking because 
of a near revolt the idea triggered. Venice not only 
likes its canals; it also likes its boats, motorboats, 
steamers and, most of all, its gondolas. 


Disembarking from a Swissair Caravelle at the 
Venice Airport (on the mainland) this group of a 
dozen editors headed for the Near-East w as taken to 
a seaside dock, and from there taxied by motorboat 
to the main entrance of the Bauer Gruenwald Ho­ 
tel. This is merely to say you don’t taxi or ride 
anywhere in this watery city except by boat. 


The Grand Canal (the main w aterway through 
the city) is also the main street. Boat traffic during 
the early morning and late afternoon hours reminds 
you of the Schuylkill Expressway. 


But from twilight until near midnight the city 
assumes a festive mood. The Grand Canal is filled 
with gondolas which glide along quietly, but whose 
cheerful gondoliers fill the air with their tradition­ 
al songs. Needless to say their paying guests enjoy 
all of this and seem to have a ball. 


The sharply dressed gondoliers don’t confine 
their gracefully - shaped craft to the G rand Canal, 
by any means. There are 159 other w aterways to be 
considered, m any of them very narrow and wind­ 
ing through the business, residential and somewhat 
isolated districts. While I didn’t investigate the 
idea, I must presume Venice still rides high as the 
city of romance — and romancing. 


Curiously, by midnight canal activity is all but 
done. Just shortly before midnight last night I em ­ 
ployed a cheerful gondolier for a three-hour tour of 
the city — and its canals. We had quite a gay tim e 
— I ensconced in the comfortable midsection of the 
boat and he standing and quietly operating astern.
